THE SILVES BILL 
The *il?er bill which was concurred in 
by the Senate, on Saturday morning, does 
not differ very materially trom the bill 
which passed the House. It provides in 
the first place that there shall be coined at 
the several mints of the United States -sil­ 
ver dollars of the weight cl 412J£ grains, 
as provided by the act of January l8tb, 
1837, and that these silver dollars shall be 
a legal tender at their nominal value for 
all debts and dues, public and private, ex­ 
cept when otherwise expressed and stipu­ 
lated in the contract. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is directed to purchase from 
tim e to time, silver bullion at the market 
value, not less than two milfion dollars per 
month, nor more than four millions per 
month, and cause the same to be coined 
monthly as fast as the bullion is so pur­ 
chased. The seignorage (specifically, a 
certain toll on deduction in bullion brought 
to mint for coinage) arising from this coin 
age shall be paid into the Treasury. 
The bill was passed with the Finance 
Committee's amendment, mat immediate­ 
ly after the passage of the act, the Presi 
dent shall invite the governments cl the 
countries composing the Latin Union and 
of such other European nations as he may 
deem advisable to join the Unite J State*, 
in conference t> adopt a common ratio 
between gold and silver for the purpose 
of 
establishing internationally the use 
of bi-mei&liic money and securing a fixity 
of relative val ut between those metals such 
conference to be beld at such place in Eu­ 
rope or in the United States at such time 
within six months as may be mutually 
agreed upon by executives of the govern­ 
ments joining in the union. 
The fourth aud last section of the bill 
provides that any holder of the silver dol­ 
lar coined under this .act, can depose it 
with the Treasurer or any Assistant Treas­ 
urer ol lh 2 United States in sums not less 
than ten dollars aud receive therefor certis 
cates of not less than ten dollars, each 
corresponding with the denominations of 
United States notes. The coin deposited 
tor or representing the certificates, shall be 
retained In the Treasury for the payment of 
the same on demand. The certificates shall 
te receivable for customs, taxes aud all 
public dues, aud when so received may be 
reissued. 
The country will soon have an opportu­ 
nity of testing the merits of the Bland bill. 
If it is a mischievous schem e—one which 
debases the currency, and, as many say, will 
rob the nation of h >nor, it will not be long j 
before we shall feel its effects. The large 
majority by which the Senate concurred in 
the bill, is an indication that should the 
President veto it, it will nevertheless be­ 
come a law. Probably on the whole 
it is better that the discussion of the ques 
turn be ended as quickly as possible, and 
that our finances be regulated by the mflu. 
cace of the new law. 
We doubt the wis 
dom of throwing upon the country a dollar 
of the weight of 412grains, and we have 
grave apprehensions regarding the repeal 
of the Resumption Act. 
We believe with 
an honest silver dollar, and with resump­ 
tion next January, the country would have 
been relieved of all the injurious cooee, 
queoces of an unsettled financial policy and 
a fluctuating currency.

London, Feb. 18—5 a. rn.—As telegraph* 
cd yesterday, a meeting of a Congress of 
all the great Powers all Biden Baden has 
been agreed to, and Prince Gortschakoff 
will preside. Russia has even suggested 
that the United States, as one of the great 
maritime power?, should be represented, 
and England and Austria have acquiesced. 
The withdrawal of the British fleet to 
Muudama Bay is also confirmed, and*as 
suggested ’n these dispatches last Friday, 
Russia has apparently decided not to oc­ 
cupy Constantinople unless British ships 
ancuor in the Bosphorus. Warlike ten­ 
dencies are, therefore, temnoranly checked, 
especially as ll is believed certain that Ger­ 
many WH use her influence with Russia to 
obtain a peaceful settlement of the present 
difficulties. Negotiations for the fioal peace 
settlement are progressing at Adnanople, 
and it is expected mat the treaty will be 
ready for signature in about ten days. 
It is feared here that one of the provi­ 
sions of the treaty will bean alliance, of- 
ft nsive and defensive, between Russia and 
Turkey, and the tramfer to the former of 
the Turkish fleet as a part of the war in­ 
demnity.

A White Mountain Storm. 
On the lith of January, the little colony 
of weather observers on Mount Washing­ 
ton went through a terrible experience. 
Th* morning of the 10th was beautiful, but 
it began to grow cold in the Afternoon, and 
and soon ill around was an ocean of frozen 
air. By noon the next day the storm had 
become so violent and the ice and sleet 
drifted so frightfully that eight panes of 
gloss were broken, rendering the adjust' 
ment of the storm shutters a work of un­ 
usual danger and difficulty. 
The timbers 
creaked aad strained, and each was the 
deafening roar of the tempest and the rat­ 
tling of the ice agaiust the building that it 
was Impossible to be heard when calling 
at the top ol the voice at award’s distance. 
The record showed that during the night 
the wind blew thirty-five miles more rap­ 
idly than ever experienced on Mouut 
Washington and the highest velocity in the 
world. 
The drop was from 186 miles per hour to 
ten in five hours. At 9 o'clock the temper­ 
ature was quite moderate, and observations 
could be taken outside. During thettorm, 
which lasted twenty hours, the barometer 
tell 1.190 inches, the greatest change ever 
observed sines the station was established 
thens.

As an offset 
to the above story, one of the old residents 
of Derby tells us the year of ISIG is what is 
mown as the “year without a summer '' 
Old New England farmers refer to -it as 
'eighteen hundred and starved to death, 
anuary was mild, as was also February, 
with the exception of a lew days. The 
greater pan of March was cold and hoister 
ous. April opened warm, but grew colder 
as it advanced, ending with snow and ice. 
and winter cold. 
In May ice formed haji 
an inch thick, buds and dowers were frozen 
and corn was killed. 
Frost, ice and snow 
were common in June. Almost everything 
green was killed, and fruit was nearly 
all destroyed. Snow fell to the depth of 
three inches in New York and Massachu­ 
setts, and ten inches in Maine. July wa® 
accompanied with frost and Ice. On the 
5th ice was formed of the thickness of 
window-glass in New \~ork, New Eng­ 
land, and parts of Pennsylvania, and corn 
was nearly all destroyed in certain sec­ 
tions. In August ice formed half an inch 
thick. Corn was so frozen that a great 
deal was cut down and dried for fodder. 
Very little ripened in the New England 
tad Middle Elates. Farmers were obliged 
to pay |4 to |5 a burhel for cora in 1815 
tor seed tor the next spring’s planting. The 
first two weeks of September were mild; 
the balance ot the month was cold, with 
frost and ice formed a quarter of an inch 
thick. October was more than usually 
cold, with frost aud ice. November was 
cold and blustering, with snow enough for 
good sleighing. December was quit* mild 
and 
comfortable.— Windermere

thoroughly 
disinfected. 
This 
action 
will doubtless prevent any further spread 
of the disease and there need be no further 
alarm felt concerning it. The cause of the 
present case was from an exposure in Mil­ 
waukee. 
Many who have heard the rumors of last 
week have become alarmed and ^hastened 
to get vaccinated. Vaccination is a wise 
practice, and should be attended to at all 
times and in all places, whether there is 
any small pox in the vicinity or not.
